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SEW S OF THE WEEK SUMMARIZED. 


Tim G reat S torm . 
C h ic a g o , Feb. 10.—The worst e ffe c t of the 
storm appears to be southeast of Chicago. 
Trains between here and Louisville and Cin­ 
cinnati are com pletely blocked. 
The morn­ 
ing' trains east were abandoned except by 
one line. 
All incom ing trains from the west 
are six to eighteen hours late. 
Trains left 
lor the west on time. 
Freight business on 
all the roads is practically suspended. 
Spe­ 
cials furnish the follow ing news: 
At Galena 
the blockade is the worst known for several 
years on the Madison division of the North­ 
western road. 
A passenger train is off the 
track and in drifts near Lake Milla 
Several 
freight trains are snowed in between Mont- 
fort and Lancaster. 
At Eau Claire, Wis., the 
thermometer indicated 35 below this morn­ 
ing. 
At La Salle, 111., at the same time it 
was 28 belowt 
Within 
fifteen m iles of 
Streator, III., there are a dozen dead enginei. 
Not a single train arrived to-day on either of 
the five roads running through the city. The 
Southern Dakota und Northern Nebraska 
lines are not affected by the storm, as the 
snowfall was light, and trains are running as 
usual 
At Sterling, 111., it was 22 below' this 
morning, and is growing colder to-night. A t 
one point in Decatur it touched 30 below, 
though in other parts of t he city it was about 
2D below. At Mattoou, 111., it was 20 below'. 
At Paxton, 111., the range was from 15 to 20 
all day. 
Edwardsvilie, III., reports peaches 
in that vicinity killed. 
THE NORTHWESTERN ROAD 
sent out no through trains, and its consoli­ 
dated suburban trains were blockaded at the 
city limits. 
Its train from Milwaukee is in 
the snow at Ravenswood, a few miles out. 
Three trains arrived, from two to eight hours 
late, over the Pennsylvania road. 
Its trains 
went out as usual to-night 
The Chicago di­ 
vision of the Rock Island road is in fair work­ 
ing order. 
The Baltimore <fc Ohio is blocked 
by a train

and 
its 
track is invisible most of the way from that 
point to Valparaiso. 
The Wabash has been 
out of business since yesterday. 
The Michi­ 
gan Central had one train in late to-day and 
sent its usual trains out this afternoon and 
evening. 
A way train on the Burlington left 
at noon and when heard of to-night was 
progressing slow!v- 
No trains arrived over 
this route. 
'The Chicago «V Atlantic is block­ 
aded. The Lake Shore seem s to have suffered 
less than the others and its trains are run- 
niug nearly on time. 
Surburban trains in 
every dir ection are m oving slowly, but many 
persons fear to risk the night in cars and re- 
street this afternoon, the Fort Wayne ex­ 
press was run into head and head, by a 
switch engine going to the relief of subur­ 
ban trains. 
The trainmen saved them selves 
by jumping. 
The passengers were badiv 
shaken up. 
Both engines were wrecked. 
On the Grand Trunk four engines spent four 
hours in clearing two miles of track, and 
two of them were ditched. 
The weather has 
been very cold all day. 
At 8 o’clock this 
morning a standard thermometer marked 16 
below, and it remained unchanged until 
noon. 
At noon it was 14 below.

The Wa­ 
bash road is running no freight and has 
abandoned several passenger trains. 
It is 
blowing a hurricane to n ght, and is bitterly 
cold. 
In Chicago the w eather began to mod­ 
erate at 1 1 o'clock, and at midnight the tem ­ 
perature had risen 2 deg. to 20 below.

LEADS ALL THE REST. 


The Ceremony Proceeds Without Ex­ 
citement, and Cleveland and Hen­ 
dricks Are Declared Elected. 


W ash ing to n, Feb. 11.—In the house to­ 
day, at a few minutes before 12 o’clock, the 
speaker pro tern, requested the members to 
clear the first two rows of seats for the ac­ 
commodation of senators.

How a Body of Cadets Engagd the Federal

It was late at night on the 11th of 
April, 1865, two days after the surren­ 
der at Appomattox, that a strong body 
of federal cavalry, numbering, it is 
said, no fewer than 1,700, detached by 
Gen. J.' II. Wilson, then on bis march 
from Tuscumbia, in northwestern Ala­ 
bama, to Macon, in Georgia, struck 
the Black Warrior river at the little 
town of Northport, directly opposite 
to Tuscaloosa, which lies upon the 
southern bank. The object which Gen. 
Wilson had in view in ordering this ex­ 
pedition was to seize or destroy a de­ 
pot of military supplies said (truly) 
to have been formed in Tuscaloosa; 
for this city, though a point of no 
strategic importance, was a conve­ 
nient center in which to bring together 
levies or contributions from a large 
district of surrounding country. 
Had 
nothing occurred to interfere with this 
proceeding the troops, after accom­ 
plishing their object. Would have quiet­ 
ly retired.

an interference, and, as the result of 
the interference, a catastrophe. Right­

Poisoning. 
In the year 1881 there were 569 
deaths recorded in England alone from 
poisoniDg, while the year 1882 shows 
a record considerably in excess of this, 
viz—599, or one in every 863 of the 
total deaths registered. 
Fully tw'o- 
fifths of these cases are classified 
under the heading “ Accident and Neg­ 
ligence.” The remainder are suicides, 
and as it is not too much to assume 
that in nearly every instance such cases 
are preventable, we propose calling 
attention to some of the more common 
causes of these fatalities, in the hope 
that the suggestions and warnings 
thrown out may not be without their 
influence in producing more care in 
the handling and use of these danger­ 
ous substances. 
Glancing at the vari­ 
ous poisons, we find that the well- 
known preparation of opium, lauda­ 
num, and morphia—opium itself being 
included—head the list, having caused 1 
85 deaths through accident or negli­ 
gence. This might have been expected j 
from prepcrations so largely used in 
domestic remedies. Here the 78 deaths 
from lead-poisoning which follow do 
surprise us, in view of the fact that the I 
condit ons which produce as well as

Df the bayonet. 
When, therefore, the 
reconnoitering party of the federate 
negan slowly to ascend the hill, this is 
what befell: 
Suddenly the word “ fire” was shout­ 
ed in a clarion voice, and a volley of 
musket balls flew over the heads of 
the advancing troops. 
The filing was 
50 exact, simultaneous, and so instant­ 
ly in sequence to the order as to im­ 
press the federate with the belief that 
ijt had been delivered, not by a mob of 
hastily gathered

dome Interesting Facta Relative to the Ex- 
• position—Shortage of Funds, Etc, 
L'orrapondenct o f the Kansas City Journal. 10 
New O r l e a n s, L a ., Jan. 7, 1885.— 
After the recent street c. r strike was 
over it was evident that the mayor, the 
city council and the police force were 
in sympathy with the 
strikers, and 
that, too, after they became a roaring, 
howling mob. 
The mayor went home 
Saturday after the strike was inaugu­ 
rated and; remained there until late 
Monday morning. 
Notwithstanding 
the city was all day Sunday in the 
hands of a howling mob of commun­ 
ists. 
The chief officer of the city was 
quietly seated at home. 
On Sunday 
evening an order was issued for a half 
dozen policemen to be at certain car 
stables early Monday morning to see 
the cars go out. 
Five of them over­ 
slept themselves, so only one appear­ 
ed. 
These are remarkable facts, con­ 
sidering that the strikers had grown 
into a dangerous mob, that there were 
thousands of strangers in the city, 
among them many educators, and that 
such a strike could not help but make 
a bad impression on the minds of vis­ 
itors, and injure the exposition. 
And 
these officials must know' that such 
moral support given to violators of 
law would lead to lawlessness at some 
other and future time. 
Already an­ 
other car drivers’ strike has 
been 
threatened, and one may reasonably 
be looked for in less than forty days. 
These strikers, together with the sup­ 
porting officials, say to outsiders who 
would dare to drive a street car: 
“No honest man ran rule a town, 
Or burn another Pittsburg down; 
Or fight, or strike, or labor shirk, 
While you are here and want to work. 
Git out, you dirty scabs, git out! 
Me French andsters fxught aud blid 
For this same freedom, so tha did, 
And I’ll preaarve it, you may bit— 
Git out, i say, vo* bathen g it!” 
The best accommodations the street 
cars can give are too poor, for by their 
means it takes almost an hour to reach 
the exposition from the main street of 
the city. 
A steam car line should, by 
all means, be put in operation, but the 
chances for such a thing are by no 
means encouraging. 
Such improve­ 
ments cost money and industry, and 
the supply of these articles seem to 
have been heavily drawn upon in this 
vicinity. 
Capt. Zach. Bachemin, chief police 
reduced the regular police force of 
this city this morning by cutting off 131 
men. 
The laborers engaged in unloading 
cars in the exposition grounds quit 
work at 12 o’clock to-dav; they have 
not been paid for w’eeks and seem to 
fear that they will not get their money, 
and so have decided to labor else where 
unless they are paid for wbat they 
have done. 
The management are out of money, 
and seem powerless to move. 
The re­ 
ceipts do not equal the expenditures, 
and every day increases the indebted­ 
ness. 
A debt of $250,000 made during 
December is being pressed for payment, 
and on all hands a great anxiety is felt. 
Grave cxiarges are made against the 
management, such as incompetency 
and the misappropriation of money. 
At a meeting of the exhibitor’s asso­ 
ciation this afternoon these charges 
were openly made and talked about. 
A resolution to appeal to congress for 
aki was. after an animated discussion, 
laid on the table. 
The chances are that the whole thing 
will go into the hands of a receiver in 
a few days, and this would, perhaps, 
be the best thing to do under all the 
Circumstances; it would tend to re­ 
store confidence. 
Since it has become 
known that a heavy debt hangs over 
the great show; one that, it seen s, 
cannot now be paid, that creditors are 
clamorous and 
demand immediate 
payments, a demand is maae for a 
printed statement of expenditures, so 
that it can be seen what has become of 
the $2,060,000 that have been placed 
at the disposal of the management. 
This, however, we are inclined to 
think will not be done. 
At the meet­ 
ing referred to it was aimed to desig­ 
nate a day when the great show would 
be in order, and exhibitors could in­ 
form the people to come and not dis­ 
appoint them, but such a day could 
not be agreed upon. 
There are many 
things that cannot be in real good 
shape before the first week in Februa­ 
ry or later. 
The art hall is not yet ready for oc­ 
cupancy, but the carpenters are fast 
getting it in order. 
It will be one of 
the most interesting buildings on the 
grounds. 
Some elegant statuary and 
beautiful paintings will be putin place 
as soon as the workmen are out of the 
way. 
The government building has many 
quaint and curious things. 
Here one 
can see models of machinery as old as 
there has been any record of man's 
ingenuity. 
A half size model of the 
first locomotive ever run on a railroad, 
and a model of the first car, are to be 
seen among the novel things on exhi­ 
bition bv’ the Ohio & Mississippi rail­ 
road. 
Here also is to be seen a beauti­ 
ful model of the plow used by Morse 
in laying the first telegraph ever put 
down ; and a fac-simile of the first 
message sent over a wire. 
When this 
short line w-as down from Washington 
to Baltimore, and a message sent over 
it, the world 
w as amazed. 
What a 
change has taken place from that day 
to this. 
“Out of the darkness of night 
The world rolls into light. 
It Is da\ break, everywhere.” 
On the west side of the government 
building, the exhibit of the L’nited 
States navy presents many things of 
curious and thrilling interest. 
Here 
are tire arms of all sorts aud sizes, old 
and new, aud the wonderful part of it 
all is that they should have been made 
to destroy human life, and property. 
Shells ana shot lay around thick, and 
lbng 
drawnout 
torpedoes, 
large 
enough to blow up the Gulf of Mexico, 
lay powerless here, like dead monsters 
of the sea. 
One can get quite a good 
idea of Lieut. Greely and his men, and 
the party that went to their relief. 
Figures are dressed in the fur suits 
actually wrorn by some of these men. 
and they are very life-like. 
The sleds, 
boats, guns, spears, glasses, sigual 
flags, snow shoes, sleeping bags and 
tents, and many other things actually 
used on this expedition, are in perfect 
order, and so arranged that they can 
be seen to good advantage. 
Then 
there are large photographic views of 
many points of interest passed by this 
party, among them some mammoth 
ice-bergs floating through the waters. 
The life-saving service are getting in 
shape, and will soon be able to show 
how they rescue parties from sinking 
vessels at the large harbors of the 
East. 
They fire a cannon, and, by aid 
of a cannon ball they carry a rope, or 
ropes, across wrecked vessels, and in 
this way convey means of escape when 
the waters are too rough for a rescue- 
ing crew to go out in boats. 
The electric railway, that was to en­ 
circle the grounds, has dwindled down 
to a track a few hundred feet long. 
This will be in operation in a few 
days. 


The Age ot Faith. 
Rev. James Freeman Clarke contrib­ 
utes the following to The Christian 
Life: The middle ages, it is said, were 
the ages of faith. The men of that day 
built cathedrals, went into monaster­ 
ies, and devoted themselves to relig­ 
ion. 
All people went to church, com­ 
muned, feasted on Friday, and con­ 
fessed their sins. 
Yes. there was a 
great deal more of the outside of relig­ 
ion then; but was there more of its 
heart? Men were more afraid of God. 
Did they love him better? 
Does love 
always show itself in outward ceremo­ 


nies and forms? 
Does it not more of­ 
ten appear in perfect confidence, in 
entire trust? 
You are a father or a 
mother. 
Which do you think w ould 
do the most honor, and be most to 
your credit as a parent—to have your 
children afraid of you, and therefore 
come regularly with formal expres­ 
sions of respect to appease you—or to 
retain their confidence and to have 
them trust in you wholly, lean on your 
help and sympathy without a doubt or 
fear, and to feel always safe, shielded 
by your protection and enfolded in 
your lover Nothing glorifies God so 
much as a child-like trust in Him. 
This spirit is that of the gospel. 
This 
trust in God which brings peace to 
man is also the best glory to God in 
the highest. 
We do not now go so much to church 
to find God; but we feel his presenco 
more in nature, life, science, litera­ 
ture, art. 
He is now “ Immanuel— 
God with us.” The w hole world is hig 
temple. 
The stars and flowers sing 
his praise with voiceless lips. 
Yes, it 
is the sense of the infinite in all finite 
things; of the perfect amid all imper­ 
fection; of a divine love superior to all 
sorrow and pain; of a heavenly im­ 
mortality conquering decay and death. 
It is the sense of something permanent 
amid all that there is transient, of this 
steadfast, unchanging center of being 
amid the fast-flying phenomena of na­ 
ture which enables us to hope, and 
keep us from despair. 
If the time shall ever come when the 
spirit of religion shall die out of hu­ 
man hearts; when men shall become 
merely positive philosophers, believing 
only in things seen and temporal; in 
which all faith in the unseen, the infi­ 
nite, the divine shall disappear in a 
low materialism—then men, 
being 
without God, will also be without hope 
in the world; for there is no truer say­ 
ing than that of the scripture: “ With­ 
out God in the world, and so without 
hope.” 
Then and only then will human 
progress cease, man’s improvement 
come to an end, and a pale, cold des­ 
pair sink like a shroud upon the dead 
face of humanity. 
But there is no 
danger of this. 
Such poor materialism 
is too shallow and too narrow to sat­ 
isfy any human heart or mind, or to 
content the demands of silence very 
long. 
So far from losing God, as science 
improves and the world advances, the 
sense of a divine presence is coming 
more and more into all of nature and 
all of life. 
God does not now seem to 
come in occasionally, and at intervals, 
in the way of miracles! but He is seen 
and felt in all of human life. Without 
Him not a sparrow falls to the ground. 
He numbers every hair on our heads. 
From Him and through Him and to 
Him are all things. 
In Him we live 
and move and have our being. We see 
Him in the sun: we feel Him in the air; 
we recognize Him in our joy and in 
our grief; we receive the new infant 
as a gift from H s hand: we dismiss to 
Iiis care the dear friend who leaves 
our side, sure that God loves him more 
than we do, and will do better for him 
than we can ask or think. 
There is in this age le-s and less of 
formal religion, of ceremonial devo­ 
tion, of prayer at set times, but more 
and more of the spirit o f faith, hope, 
and love in an infinite friend, in a per­ 
fect father. 


Home Market for Meat. 
As the children of shoemakers go 
unshod so it is reported the herders on 
the great plains live during several 
months of each year without tasting 
fresh beef. 
The men in charge of one 
herd are at some distance from those 
having care of the nearest one and find 
the practice of slaughtering an animal 
for the purpose of obtaining a supply 
of fresh meat for themseives a very 
wasteful one. 
They can keep the 
meat for some time during the winter, 
but they can not do so during warm 
weather. 
They have no ice houses or 
other means of preserving meat, in a 
fresh state. 
The owners of a herd can 
not afford to allow their herdsmen to 
slaughter a bullock every time they 
desire a roast. 
On this account they 
live almost exclusively on salt meat 
during the greater part of the year. 
It is accordingly proposed to dam the 
small streams, form ponds near the 
buildings on 
the 
ranches, and to 
stock them with fish, which the herd­ 
ers can cateh and use for food. 
This 
plan will not afford them fresh meat, 
but it will enable them to find a sub­ 
stitute for it. 
Fresk fish would fur­ 
nish an agreeable change to a diet of 
salt meat. 
In Texas, New Mexico, 
and Arizona, il is said, the Mexican 
herdsmen and shepherds raise goats 
and slaughter the kids at the proper 
age and use them for food 
They pie- 
fer them to lambs or to any sort of salt 
meat. 
The average farmer in the north­ 
western states and territories is ir 
about the same condition as the fron­ 
tier herdsman in respect to a supply ol 
fresh meat during the warmer portions 
of the year. 
He is surrounded bj 
flocks and herds, but he can not reh 
on them for a supply of fresh meat". 
Men who work in the fields during 
warm weather need the most nutritious 
diet they can obtain, and this is fur­ 
nished by fresh beef and mutton. Still, 
during the season of planting, haying, 
and harvesting their food consists 
very largely of smoked or salted meat. 
They have some poultry to vary their 
table fare, but observation shows that 
people tire of the flesh of fowls much 
quicker 
than 
they 
do 
of 
that 
of animals. 
By means of 
an ice­ 
house 
an\' 
farmer 
can 
keep 
a 
carcass of mutton till it is consumed 
oy the family, but farmers are verj 
slow in adopting this means of pre­ 
serving meat in a fresh state. A dozen 
farmers might make an arrangement 
for slaughtering animals in rotation 
and dividing the meat among their 
families, but in many cases they have 
no conveniences for dressing animals, 
or are deficient in the skill required tc 
do the work in a proper manner. 
It 
is noticeable that farmers are less in­ 
clined to eo-operato in doing work, or 
in providing a supply of food than the 
early settlers of the country were. 
There has been a sensible decline in 
what was called “ neighborly kind­ 
ness.” 
Farmers should make some arrange­ 
ment for supplying their tables with 
meat during the summer months of 
the year. 
Their men would do more 
work and be in better condition if 
they had fresh meat to eat. 
Salt meat 
is better suited for diet during cold 
weather than warm weather. 
Farm­ 
ers, however, have salt meat almost 
exclusively during that portion of the 
year when they most require fresh 
meat. 
In many of the eastern states 
farmers arrange with some village 
butcher to deliver them meat on cer­ 
tain days in each week. 
Saturday is 
ordinarily one of the days on which 
fresh meat is delivered. 
I he butcher 
understands that each famiiy on his 
list will take a certain number of 
pounds on specified days, and makes 
his calculations accordingly. 
As he 
can dispose of a large amount of meat 
among his farm customers in a short 
time, he often makes his prices less 
than to his shop patrons, who take but 
small quantities at any one time. 
In 
farming neighborhoods somewhat re­ 
mote from a village some farmer could 
assume to supply meat to a considera­ 
ble number of families on one or more 
days in each week. 
If he did not al­ 
ways have animals ready to slaughter 
he could obtain them from his patrons. 
It would cost but little to fit up a 
place for dressing the animate, and a 
light wagon covered with cloth would 
serve to carry the meat in.—Chicago 
Times,

THE CANADIAN POSTOFFICES. 


O t t a w a , Out., Sjieclal Telegram, Feb. l l . — 
Postm aster General Carling laid on the table of 
the house this evening the annual report of his 
departm ent. Mail travel has been increased by 
about one million and a half miles. The con­ 
veniences of rem itting by money orders has been 
extended between Canada and other countries. 
There wa* a general increase of business both 
domestic and foreign. The report state* that 
the tim e has arrived when a postoffice savings 
hank can be be established in Manitoba. The 
expenditure was upward of half a million more 
than revenue. The postm aster general states 
that as regard* a letter passing between the 
United State* and Canada, a uniform charge 
would, no doubt, be acceptable to Canada, but 
he wa* of the opinion th at doubling the rate on 
newspaper m atter would exclude from the new*- 
pai>er post many classes of m atter now included 
therein. 
The registration fees would have to be 
reduced to IO cent* and drop letter* to two 
cents. 
A ll these chances would be necessary to 
harmonize the Canadian with the United States 
rates, and would not be satisfactory to the 
public of this country.

W. H. Vanderbilt Makes » Magnificent Pro­ 
posal in Regard to the Loan of 
9150,000 to General Grant— 
Alter Doe Consideration 
the Offer Is Rejected. 
N e w Y o r k , Jan. l l . —T he following 
letter was sent Mrs. U. S. Grant by W. 
H. Vanderbilt: 
To Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant: 
N e w Y o r k , Jan. IO.— D e a r M adam : 
So many misrepresentations have ap­ 
peared in regard to the loan made by 
me to General Grant and reflecting up­ 
on him and myself that it seems prop­ 
er to briefly state the fasts: 
On Sunday, the 4th of May, last. 
General Grant called at my houso and 
asked me to loan him $150,000 for one 
day. 
I gave him my check without 
question, not because the action was 
business-like but simply because the re- 
request came from General Grant. 
The misfortune which overwhelmed 
him the next twenty-four hours arous­ 
ed the whole country. 
You and he 
sent me within a few days of the time 
deeds of your joint properties to cover 
this obligation, and urged my accept­ 
ance on the ground that this was only 
a debt of honor which the general had 
r 
ersonally incurred, and those deeds 
returned. 
During my absence in Europe the 
general delivered to ray attorney mort­ 
gages upon all his real estate, house­ 
hold effects and sword, madals and 
works of art, which were memorials of 
his victories and presents from gov­ 
ernments all over the world. 
These securities were in his judg­ 
ment worth the $159,000. 
At his so­ 
licitation the necessary steps were ta­ 
ken by judgment, etc., to reduce these 
properties to possession, and the arti­ 
cles mentioned have been this day 
bought in by me and the amount bid 
applied in reduction of the debt. Now 
that I am at liberty to treat these 
things as my own, the disposition of 
the whole matter most in accord with 
my feelings is this; I present to you, as 
your separate estate, the debt and 
judgment I hold against Gen Grant, also 
the mortgages upon his real estate and 
all his household furniture and orna­ 
ments, coupled only with this condi­ 
tion. that the sword#, commissions, 
medals, gifts from the United States, 
slates, cities and foreign governments, 
and all articles of historical value #4d 
| interest, shall at the general's death, 
or if you desire it, sooner, be present­ 
ed to the government at Washington, 
where they will remain as a perpetual 
memorial of his fame aud of the nisto- 
ry of his time. 
I inclose herewith the assignments 
to you of mortgages and judgments, 
hill of sale of persona! property and 
deed of trust, in which the articles of 
historical interest are enumerated.

copy of this trust deed will, with your 
approval, be forwarded to the presi­ 
dent of the United States for deposit 
in the proper department. 
Trusting these actions will meet 
with your acceptance and approval, 
and with kind regards to your hus­

AN INCIDENT OF THE WAR. 


How a Body of Cadets Engagd the Federal 
Cavalry. 
It was late at nigbt on the lith of 
April, 1865, two days after the surren­ 
der at Appomattox, that a strong body 
of federal cavalry, numbering, it is 
said, no fewer than 1,700, detached by 
Gen. J.’ II. Wilson, then on his march 
from Tuscumbia, in northwestern Ala­ 
bama, to Macon, in Georgia, struck 
the Black Warrior river at the little 
town of Northport, directly opposite 
to Tuscaloosa, which lies upon the 
southern bank. The object which Gen. 
Wilson had in view in orderingthis ex­ 
pedition was to seize or destroy a de­ 
pot of military supplies said (truly) 
to have been formed in Tuscaloosa; 
fdr this city, though a point of no 
strategic importance, was a conve­ 
nient center in which to bring together 
levies or contributions from a large 
district of surrounding country. 
Had 
nothing occurred to interfere with this 
proceeding the troops, after accom­ 
plishing their object, Would have quiet­ 
ly retired. 
Unfortunately there was 
an interference, and, as the result of 
the interference, a catastrophe. Right­ 
ly to understand what happened, it is 
necessary to know that at this point 
the river is spanned by a large and 
* W81!-built covered bridge of wood. As 
the hostile visit had been entirely un- 
! anticipated, no attempt had 
been 
made to destroy the bridge, or to in­ 
terrupt commuuication between the 
banks; so that the troops effected a 
crossing in good order,and unopposed. 
Reaching the lower terrace on the 
southern side, the commander baited 
his main body, and threw forward a 
small squad to reconnoiter. 
Now the tramping of 1,700 horses 
a wooden bridge several hundred feet 
long, 
however 
quietly 
conducted, 
could scarcely take place without at­ 
tracting some attention from 
the 
people , of 
a 
town 
of 
several 
thousand 
inhabitants, 
quite 
with­ 
in earshot. 
Whatever, therefore, dur­ 
ing the time occupied by the little ar­ 
my in crossing the river was this: 
Some curious individuals who, attract­ 
ed by the unusual sounds, looked 
down from the brow of the hill (it was 
a bright moonlight night) upon the 
formidable milatary array gathered 
* upon the lower terrace, scattered has­ 
t i l y and carried on the wings of the 
wind to every corner of the city the 
frightful intelligence that the hated 
Yankees, of whom they had heard so 
much, but had as yet seen nothing, 
j were right on the spot at last. 
The 
I rumor reached the university. 
This 
institution occupied (I say occupied 
advisedly, for it was soon an instance 
j of Troja fuit,) and I am glad to say 
it occupies once more, an isolated 
sight about half a mile beyond the 
chartered limits of the city. 
All its 
full-grown students had long since 
flung themselves into the ranks of the 
confederate armies, and these had 
been replaced by a band of boysoften- 
j der age, who were enjoying the com ­ 
bined advantages of military and civil­ 
ian education, and preparing them­ 
selves equally for the pursuits of peace 
or of war. 
They were subject, of 
course, two the twofold rule; it was I 
true, nevertheless, with them, as in a 
well-ordered state, that the military ! 
was subordinate to the civil power. 
No sooner, however, had the appalling 
announcement, “The enemy is at our 
gates,” been heard upon the college 
campus than this spirited power of 
juvenile patriots seized their muskets ! 
(very small muskets they were, ape- j 
cially constructed and proportioned to ’> 
the feeble powers of those who were : 
to bear them, fell into the ranks, and 
marched incontinently to the scene of j 
anticipated conflict, fiercely bent on 
driving these graceless invaders into 
the Black Warrior river at the point j 
of the bayonet. 
When, therefore, the j 
reconnoitering party of the federals 
oegan slowly to ascend the hill, this is 
what befell: 
Suddenly the word “fire” was shout­ 
ed in a clarion voice, and a volley of 
musket balls flew over the heads of 
the advancing troops. 
The firing was 


they left their prey than a lawless 
crowd of negroes and other “fellows of 
the baser sort” pounced upon the 
spoil they had refused, and carried 
off everything that was portable. Books 
which had anything attractive in their 
bindings or in their illustrations were 
naturally first seized on; but other# 
less showy soon shared the same fate, 
so that when after the storm had pass­ 
ed by, and the debris which it had left 
were at length gathered together, out 
of 
the contents of seventeen cases 
there remained a confused mass ol 
rubbish sufficient nearly to fill three, 
which, when forwarded to New York, 
received here some months later, were 
found to be hardly worth the cost of 
their transportation. —President Barn­ 
ard, in Tht Calurnbia Spectator. 


Poisoning. 
In the year 1881 there were 569 
deaths recorded in England alone from 
poisoning, while the year 1882 shows 
a record considerably in excess of this, 
viz—599, or one in every 863 of the 
total deaths registered. 
Fully two- 
fifths of these cases are classified 
under the heading “Accident and Neg­ 
ligence.” The remainder are suicides, 
and as it is not too much to assume 
that in nearly every instance such cases 
are preventable, we propose calling 
attention to some of the more common 
causes of these fatalities, in the hope 
that the suggestions and warnings 
thrown out may not be without their 
influence in producing more care in 
the handling and use of these danger­ 
ous substances. 
Glancing at the vari­ 
ous poisons, we find that the well­ 
known preparation of opium, lauda­ 
num, and morphia—opium itself being 
included—head the list, having caused 
85 deaths through accident or negli­ 
gence. This might have been expected 
from preperations so largely used in 
domestic remedies. Here the 78 deaths 
from lead-poisoning which follow’ do 
surprise us, in view of the fact that the 
condit ons w hich produce as well as 
the conditions w’hich mitigate or coun­ 
teract the effects of this subtle poison 
are now so well known. 
Lead is fol­ 
lowed by the four stronger acids— 
hydrochloric, nitric, sulphuric, and 
carbolic—which 
among them have 
caused of 43 deaths under the same 
j category. 
Arsenic, again, caused 9; 
| phosphorus. 11; chlorodyne, 6; chlore,! 
I 14; chloroform, 4; soothing syrup. 4, 
with a host of casualties from sub- 
j stances of minor importance. Reading 
! between the lines of the registrar gen­ 
eral’s report, which is not difficult to 
j do with the help of the medical jour- 
i nals, we will find there are two pro­ 
lific causes of these accidents—first, 
! the giving or taking of overdoses of 
! certain remedies conlaining poison, 
and, second, the substitution of one 
bottle for another, as. for example, 
where a number of substances are con­ 
gregated together, as in the case ol 
the domestic cupboard. 
In the first 
j class may be instanced the giving of 
overdoses of opiates or soothing prep­ 
arations to children; the taking of 
overdoses of narcotics or. soothing 
j compounds, such as chloral, by habitu­ 
al drinkers, and the general familiar­ 
ity which the handling or usiDg of 
these powerful agents frequently be- 
i gets in those habitually using them. 
I In the .second class may be instanced 
I such mistakes as the substituting of 
I one bottle containing, say. a poisonous 
liniment for a mixture intended for in- 
| ternal adm nistration: the hasty and 
foolish 
practice of quaffing off a 
draugt from any jug, bottle, or dish, 
without examining the contents, and, 
lastly, mistakes caused from accumu­ 
lating within easy access powerful 
medicines in the hope that they ma} 
come of future use. — Chambers’ Journal.

seventeen hundred horsemen 
swept up the hill at the top of their 
speed, to hod. to their astonishment, 
Ro track of a human being—to say 
nothing of a confederate army—to op­ 
pose them. 
It was the firing of the 
university cadets which had deceived 
and mystified,these troopers, and the 
disappearance, of the cadets was due 
to a very natural cause. 
The civilian 
head of the university, the president, 
in shorf, had not been long in discov­ 
ering that his precious charge had 
stolen a march upon him. 
He had the 
sense to understand the madness of 
provoking a deadly conflict between a 
powerful force of veteran troops and 
the handful of children which con­ 
stituted his whole command. 
He had, 
therefore, in all haste followed the 
march of the cadets, and he arrived 
just in time to witness their valorous 
salutation of the approaching foe. 
It 
was a sublime piece of folly, and I 
make no doubt that the president (an 
old friend of mine) was proud of it in 
his heart, though with a great out­ 
ward show of indignation he ordered 
the boys instantly back to their bar­ 
racks ; while inwardly he whispered to 
himself, in the words of the military 
critic at Balaklava: 
“C’est magni- 
fique, mais ce n’est pas la guerre.” 
But the cavalry, the cadets being out 
of the way, carried forward by the 
moment of their first mad rush, dashed 
through the city in all directions, and 
soon became separated from their offi­ 
cers and past all control. 
Then fol­ 
lowed a scene without parallel, it is to 
be hoped, in the history of the union 
arms. 
There was, indeed, no blood­ 
shed, no violence to person even, and 
no intrusion into private dwellings, ex­ 
cept in one or two instances in search 
for confederate officers, supposed to 
be on furlough, among their friends in 
town. 
But the doors of the shops and 
warehouses were burst in from one end 
of the town to the other, and all the 
valuaoles they contained were made 
the subject of an indiscriminate loot. 
In this pillage the present writer, 
though not present, was himself to 
some extent a sufferer. All the books he 
had been able to gather round him in 
the previous twenty years of his life 
as an educator had been forwarded 
from his more recent residence in Mis­ 
sissippi to this presumably secure re­ 
treat, and deposited in seventeen large 
cases in the warehouse of a friend.

Home Market for Meat. 
I 
As the children of shoemakers gc 
: unshod so it is reported the herders on 
I the great plains live during several 
months of each year without tasting 
fresh beef. 
The men in charge of one 


I herd are at some distance from those 


I having care of the nearest one and find 
the practice of slaughtering an anima! 
for the purpose of obtaining a supply 
of fresh meat for themselves a very 
wasteful one. 
They can keep the 
meat for some time during the winter, 
but they can not do so during warm 
weather. 
They have no ice houses or 
J other means of preserving meat in a 
j fresh state. 
The owners of a herd can 
not afford to allow their herdsmen to 
slaughter a bullock every time they 
desire a roast. 
On this account they 
I live almost exclusively on salt meat 
; during the greater part of the year. 
It is accordingly proposed to dam the 
small streams, form ponds near the 
j buildings on the 
ranches, and to 
i stock them with fish, which the herd­ 
ers can catch and use for foot I. 
This 
I plan will not afford them fresh meat, 
; but it will enable them to find a sub­ 
stitute for it. 
Fresh fish would fur- 
nish an agreeable change to a diet o f 
; salt meat. 
In Texas, New Mexico, 
! and Arizona, ii is said, the Mexican 
herdsmen and shepherds raise goat* 
I and slaughter the kids at the propel 


\ age and use them for food 
They pie- 
! fer them to lambs or to any sort of salt 
meat. 
The average farmer in the north- 
! western states and territories is ic 
about the same condition as the fron­ 
tier herdsman in respect to a supply ol 
fresh meat during the warmer portions 
of the year. 
He is surrounded by 
Hocks and herds, but he can not rely 
on them for a supply of fresh meat. 
Men who work in the fields during 
warm weather need the most nutritious 
diet they can obtain, and this is fur- 


Interestlng Facts Relative to the Ex- 
• position—Shortage of Funds, Etc, 
C'orretpondence of the Kama* City Journal.] O 
N e w O r le a n s , La., Jan. 7, 1885.— 
After the recent street c. r strike was 
over it was evident that the mayor, the 
city council and the police force were 
in sympathy with the strikers, and 
that, too, aliter they became a roaring, 
howling mob. 
The mayor went home 
Saturday after the strike was inaugu­ 
rated and: remained there until late 
Monday morning. 
Notwithstanding 
the city was all day Sunday in the 
hands of a howling mob of commun­ 
ists. 
The chief officer of the city was 
quietly seated at home. 
On Sunday 
evening an order was issued for a half 
dozen policemen to be at certain car 
stables early Monday morning to see 
the cars go out. 
Five of them over­ 
slept themselves, so only one appear­ 
ed. These are remarkable facts, con­ 
sidering that the strikers had grown 
into a dangerous mob, that there were 
thousands of strangers in the city, 
among them many educators, and that 
such a strike could not help but make 
a bad impression on the minds of vis­ 
itors, and injure the exposition 
these officials must know that such 
moral support given to violators of 
law would lead to lawlessness at some 
other and future time. 
Already an­ 
other car drivers’ strike has 
been 
threatened, and one may reasonably 
be looked for in less than forty days. 
These strikers, together with the sup­ 
porting officials, say to outsiders who 
would dare to drive a street car: 
“ No honest man can rule a town, 
Or bum another Pittsburg dow n; 
Or fight, or strike, or labor shirk, 
White you are here and want to work. 
(lit out, you dirty scabs, git out! 
Me French an sisters faught and Mid 
For this same freedom, so tha did, 
And I'll nresarve it, you may bit— 
Git out, I say, to’ bathen g it!” 
The best accommodations the street 
cars can give are too poor, for by their 
means it takes a1 most an hour to reach 
the exposition from the main street of 
the city. 
A steam car line should, by 
all means, be put in operation, but the 
chances for such a thing are by no 
means encouraging. 
Such improve­ 
ments cost money and industry, and 
the supply of these articles seem to 
have been heavily drawn upon in this 
vicinity. 
C’apt. Zach. Bachemin, chief police 
reduced the regular police force of 
this city this morning by cutting off 131 
men. 
The laborers engaged in unloading 
cars in the exposition grounds quit 
work at 12 o'clock to-dav; they have 
not been paid for weeks and seem to 
fear that they will not get their money, 
and so have decided to labor elsewhere 
unless they are paid for what they 
have done. 
The management are out of money, 
and seem powerless to move. 
The re­ 
ceipts do not equal the expenditures, 
and every day increases the indebted­ 
ness. 
A debt of $ 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 made during 
December is being pressed for payment, 
and on all hands agreat anxiety is felt. 
Grave charges are made against the 
management, such aa incompetency 
and the misappropriation of money. 
At a meeting of the exhibitor’s asso­ 
ciation this afternoon these charges 
were openly made and talked about. 
A resolution to appeal to congress for 
abl was, after an animated discussion, 
laid on the table. 
The chances are that the whole thing 
will go into the hands of a receiver in 
a few days, and this would, perhaps, 
be the best thing to do under all the 
circumstances; it would tend to re­ 
store confidence. 
Since it has become 
known that a heavy debt hangs over 
I the great show; one that, it seen *, 
cannot now be paid, that creditors are 
I clamorous and 
demand immediate 
payments, a demand is made for a 
; printed statement of expenditures, so 
I that it can be seen what has become of 
the $ 2 ,(HJO,OOO that have been placed 
j at the disposal of the management. 
This, however, we are inclined to 
think will not be done. 
At the rneet- 
j ing referred to it was aimed to desig- 
j nate a day when the great show would 
be in order, and exhibitors could in­ 
form the people to come and not dis­ 
appoint them, but such a day could 
not be agreed upon. 
There are many 
things that cannot be in real good 
i shape before the first week in Februa­ 
ry or later. 
The art hall is not yet ready for oc- 
j cupancy, but the carpenters are fast 
getting it in order. 
It will be one of 
I the most interesting buildings on the 
I grounds. 
Some elegant statuary and 
beautiful paintings will be put in place 
as soon as the workmen are out of the 
way. 
The government building has many 
quaint and curious things.

On the west side of the government 
building, the exhibit of the United 
States navy presents many things of 
curious and thrilling interest. 
Here 
are fire anus of all sorts aud sizes, old 
and new, and the wonderful part of it 
all is that they should have been made 
to destroy human life, and property. 
Shells ana shot lay around thick, and 
lbng 
drawnout 
torpedoes, 
large 
enough to blow up the Gulf of Mexico, 
lay powerless here, like dead monsters 
of the sea. 
One can get quite a good 
idea of Lieut. Greely and his men, and 
the party that went to their relief. 
Figures are dressed in the fur suits 
actually worn by some of these men. 
and they are very life-like. 
The sleds, 
boats, guns, spears, glasses, signal 
flags, snow shoes, sleeping bags and 
tents, and many other things actually 
used on this expedition, are in perfect 
order, and so arranged that they can 
be seen to good advantage. 
Then 
there are large photographic views of 
many points of interest passed by this 
partyr, among them some mammoth 
ice-bergs floating through the waters. 
The life-saving service are getting in 
shape, and will soon be able to show 
how they rescue parties from sinking 
vessels at the large harbors of the 
East. 
They fire a cannon, and, by aid 
of a cannon ball they' carry a rope, or 
ropes, across wrecked vessels, and in 
this way convey means of escape when 
the waters are too rough for a rescue- 
ing crew to go out in boats. 
The electric railway, that was to en­ 
circle the grounds, has dwindled down 
to a track a few hundred feet long. 
This will be in operation in a few 
days. 


The Age of Faith. 
Rev. James Freeman Clarke contrib­ 
utes the following to The Christian 
Life: The middle ages, it is said, were 
the ages of faith. The men of that day 
built cathedrals, went into monaster­ 
ies, and devoted themselves to relig­ 
ion. 
All people went to church, com­ 
muned, feasted on Friday, and con­ 
fessed their sins. 
Yes, there was a 
great deal more of the outside of relig­ 
ion then; but was there more of its 
heart? MeD were more afraid of God. 
Did they love him better? 
Does love 
always show itself in outward ceremo-

ny the family, but farmers are very 
slow in adopting this means of pre­ 
serving meat in a fresh state. A dozen 
farmers might make an arrangement 
for slaughtering animals in rotation 
and dividing the meat among their 
families, but in many cases they have 
no conveniences for dressing animals. 
or are deficient in the skill required tc 
do the work in a proper manner. 
It 
is noticeable that farmers are less in­ 
clined to co-operate in doing work, or 
in providing a supply of food than tho 
early settlers of the country were. 
There has been a sensible decline in 
what was called “neighborly kind­ 
ness.” 
Farmers should make some arrange­ 
ment for supplying their tables with 
meat during the summer months of 
the year. 
Their men would do more 
work and be in better condition if 
they had fresh meat to eat. 
Salt meat 
is better suited for diet during cold 
weather than warm weather. 
Farm­ 
ers, however, have salt meat almost 
exclusively during that portion of the 
year when they most require fresh 
meat. 
In many of the eastern states 
farmers arrange with some village 
butcher to deliver them meat on cer­ 
tain days in each week. 
Saturday is 
ordinarily one of the days on which 
fresh meat is delivered. 
The butcher 
understands that each family on his 
list will take a certain number of 
pounds on specified days, and makes 
his calculations accordingly. 
As he 
can dispose of a large amount of meal 
among his farm customers in a short 
time, he often makes his prices less 
than to his shop patrons, who take but 
small quantities at any one time. 
In 
farming neighborhoods somewhat re­ 
mote from a village some farmer could 
assume to supply meat to a considera­ 
ble number of families on one or more 
days in each week, 
lf he did not al­ 
ways have animals ready to slaughter 
he could obtain them from his patrons. 
It would cost but little to fit up a 
place for dressing the animals, and a 
fight wagon covered with cloth would 
serve to carry' the meat in.—Chicago 
Times.

Valley City*. D. T. will be interest­ 
ing reading inasmuch, as the Rev. 
Herbert Root spoken of, was at 
one tim e pastor of the Episcopal 
church in Brainerd. 
“ The relig­ 
ious realm of this fair city is in 
convulsions. 
Sunday morning, as 
numerous pious members 
of the 
com m unity were preparing for All 
Saints church, strange scenes were 
transpiring. 
Herbert Root, presi­ 
dent of the Farmers and Mechanics" 
National bank, under cover of a 
notice in the name of his wife, 
Harriet C. Root, closed the build­ 
ing before the hours of divine ser­ 
vice, placed a padlock on the door 
stating that it was closed by order 
o f Harriet C. Root, the owner, but 
as the church was built by the con ­ 
gregation, and as the rector is in 
charge of tne edifice, that g en tle­ 
man, the Rev. 
S. H. Woodford, 
recently of Grand Haven, M inn., 
did 
not long permit matters to 
remain thus. 
T hrow ing aside the 
consideration 
of his sermon 
he 
grabbed an ox and repaired in hot 
haste 
to the 
church, where he 
demolished the padlock and took 
possession. 
Finding 
there 
two 
men left in charge by Root, things 
looked ominous for a m om ent or 
two. 
A t this juncture R oot ap­ 
peared, but fortunately read deter­ 
m ination in the eye of the man with 
the ax and passed on without stop­ 
ping 
to 
debate 
the 
question. 
Under counsel 
from members of 
the vestry the rector decided not 
to hold services, and vacated the 
premises, althought 
at 
first 
he 
showed a disposition to hold the 
fort 
by 
sending 
home 
for a 
shotgun. 
Later in the day Root 
and A . P. Peak obtained posses­ 
sion, and a few hours after were 
dislodged by the rector, members 
of the vestry and a party of citizens. 
The door had again been locked 
and 
barricaded from the inside. 
Root and Peak had also placed a 
ladder against the door, and with 
their combined weight attempted 
to resist the pressure from the o u t­ 
side 
forces, 
who, 
however, had 
secured a battering ram and sent 
the door flying off its hinges, and 
those behind it head first into the 
seats 
beyond. 
The 
attacking 
party at once took possession 
and 
a muscular 
vestryman 
throttled 
the chief conspirator, who promis­ 
ed, if released, to part in peace. 
Excitem ent runs high, and many 
people 
denoun cg 
Root's action. 
Root claim s that his 
wife holds 
title to certain reservations express­ 
ed in the deed of the church prop* 
perty, which is vested in B ishop 
W alker 
and 
the standing com ­ 
mittee of the North Dakota Epis­ 
copal diocese."’

T H E DIRE 
D E S T R O Y E R . 


W hen the wild cry of fire rings 
out on the m idnight air there is 
som ething about it that sends a 
thrill of horror through a m an’s 
veins, and he is impelled by some 
invisible power to be up aud doing. 
Such was the case on Wednesday 
morning. 
The fire bell tolled its 
warning to the inhabitants of our 
city at 1:30 o'clock, and it w as not 
long until a crowd hail gathered on 
Sixth street, near the postoffice, for 
that was the place where the fire 
fiend was getting in his work, the 
building being the one occupied by 
George Kehoe, between the Mar­ 
shal house aud L. S tahlm xn’s bar­ 
ber shop. 
The building was u mass 
of flames on ttie inside before a 
stream of water was played upon it. 
The inside of the building was en­ 
tirely gutted, the flames breaking 
out through the roof, and being so 
close to the buildings on either side 
it was impossible to keep them from 
taking fire. 
The hotel did not suf­ 
fer much injury,a though the north 
side of it was badly scorched and 
the windows 
melted or 
broken. 
The roof of the syndicate building, 
owned by Martin & Stahlm an, and 
occupied by them respectively, with 
a saloon and barber shop, caught 
fire, and but for the efforts of the 
tire department it 
would 
to-day 
have been a mass of ruins, together 
with the other wooden 
buildings 
standing near it, 
As it was, the 
building was damaged to the extent 
of about $150, to say nothing of the 
inconvenience and trouble that the 
proprietors were put to in getting 
things dried out and in shape for 
business again. 
There was no in­ 
surance on any of the injured prop­ 
erty, except the Marshal 
lo u se. 
Mr. 
K ehoe’s loss 
will piobably 
reach $100 or $150, the most of his 
wares being taken out, although in 
a som ewhat demoralized state. 
The origin of the blaze has not 
been solved, although it is suppos­ 
ed that it came from a lamp, which 
exploded.

that he was called out to see a man 
who was lying on the gidewalk, too 
full to be of any use to hinself or 
anybody else, by Mr. 
Kehoe’s bar 
tender, and that they were afraid 
he would freeze to death, and ac­ 
cordingly took him into the saloon 
and sent for the police, who came 
snd took the man to the lockup. 
Mr, Martin and the other man were 
talking together, aud when Kehoe’s 
bar tender went back the whole 
building was found to be in flames, 
and as it had only been five m in­ 
utes since he had been there, the

F. Kindred, of Brain­ 
erd, on behalf of St. Paul, Brain­ 
erd & Northern railway company, 
and Senator James Hill, o f W ar­ 
ren, W is., on behalf of the Duluth 
& \ \ innipeg railway com pany, ap­ 
peared before the committee in re­ 
gard to Senator Buckman’s 
bill to 
transfer swamp lands, granted to 
tha Duluth & W innipeg, to the St. 
Paul, Brainerd k Northern, if the 
former road is not completed in 
1888. 
Mr. H ill regarded the pas­ 
sage of such a bill as depreciating 
the enterprise of the Duluth road 
in the money market, in that it 
looked very much like hostility on 
the part o f the legislature, espec­ 
ially as it wouldd follow the adver:® 
legislation of two years ago.

Did You Know It. 


H o f many of our citizens art 
aware of the fact that unless their 
personal tax is paid by March 1st, 
the treasurer has the power, and is 
instructed by the statutes to seize 
the goods or personal property, be­ 
longing to per-ons, who are charg­ 
ed with such taxes, and sell them, 
or such part of them, as will satis­ 
fy the taxes, penalty and costs of 
sale. 
For the benefit o f those, who 
are not acquainted with the law, 
we quote the following at the re­ 
quest of the treasurer: 
G e n e r a l 
S t a t u t e s, C h ip . II, 
Sec. 58: 
“ All unpaid pfr*cnal properly taxe* 
shall he deemed delinquent on the first 
day of March next, after they become 
due; and thereafter a penalty of fire per 
cent, ahall attach and shall he charged 
upon such taxes 
After the first day of 
March the county treasurer shall proceed 
lo collect all delinquent personal taxes, 
and if such taxes are net paid on demand 
heshall distrain sufficient goodsand prop­ 
erty, belonging to the person charged, 
with such taxes, if found within the 
county, to par the same, with the penalty 
of five per cent , and ail act ruing costs, 
and shall immediately proeead to adverj 
tise the same in three public places in the 
town or district where such propertty is 
taken, stating the time when, and the 
place where such property will be sold; 
and if the tax** for which such property 
distrained, and the coats which accrue 
thereon, are not paid before the day ap­ 
pointed for such sale, which shall not be 
i'-ss than ten days after the taking of such 
property, such treasurer, or his deputy, . 
shall proceed to se ll such property at pup- 
lic vendue, or so much thereof as will b# 
sufficient to pay Slick taxe* and the cost* 
of such distress and sale."

THE DIRE DESTROYER. 


When the wild cry of fire rings 
out on the midnight air there ie 
something about it that sends a 
thrill of horror through a man’s 
veins, and he is impelled by some 
invisible power to be up and doing. 
Such was the case on Wednesday 
morning. 
The fire bell tolled its 
warning to the inhabitants of our 
city at 1:30 o’clock, and it was not 
long until a crowd had gathered on 
Sixth street, near the postoffice, for 
that was the place where the fire 
fiend was getting iii his work, the 
building being the one cc rupied by 
George Kehoe, between the Mar­ 
shal house ami L. Stuhlman’s bar­ 
ber shop. 
The building was a mass 
of flames on the inside before a 
stream of water was played upon it. 
The inside of the building was en­ 
tirely gutted, the flames breaking 
out through the roof, and being so 
close to the buildings on either side 
it was impossible to keep them from 
taking fire. 
The hotel did not suf­ 
fer much injury,a though the north 
side of it was badly scorched sud 
the windows melted or broken. 
The roof of the syndicate building, 
owned by Martiu Si Stahlman, find 
occupied by them respectively, with 
a saloon and barber shop, caught 
fire, and but for the efforts of the 
tire department it 
would to-day 
have been a mass of ruins, together 
with the other wooden 
buildings 
standing near it, 
As it was, the 
building was damaged to the extent 
of about $150, to say nothing of the 
inconvenience and trouble that the 
proprietors were put to in getting 
things dried out and iii shape for 
business again. 
There was no in­ 
surance on any of the injured prop­ 
erty, except the Marshal l ouse. 
Mr. 
Kehoe's loss will piobably 
reach $100 or $150, the most of his 
wares being taken out, although in 
a somewhat demoralized state. 
The origin of the blaze has not 
been solved, although it is suppos­ 
ed that it came from a lamp, which 
exploded, 
Mr. Martin informs us 
that he was called out to see a man 
who was lying on the sidewalk, too 
full to be of any use to Iiin^elf or 
anybody else, by Mr. Keh**e's bar 
tender, and that they were afraid 
he would freeze to death, and ac­ 
cordingly took him iuto the saloon 
and sent for the police, who came 
and took the mail to the lockup. 
Mr, Martin and the other man were 
talking together, aud when Kehoe's 
bar tender went back the whole 
building was found to be iii flames, 
and as it ii ad univ been five min­ 
utes since he had been there, the 
tire must have originated from a 
lamp, as nothing else could have 
started it in so short a space of 
time. 
During the progress of the fire 
Max Stevens, who is a member of 
the tire department, was knocked 
from a ladder to the sidewalk below 
anti leceived quite serious injuries. 
He was taken to his room and Dr. 
Camp called, who examined him 
and said til at there was nothing 
dangerous, and that the excitement 
together with the fall, and the fact 
that he uhs completely drenched, 
had overcome him.

ren, Wis., on behalf of the Duluth 
& Winnipeg railway company, ap­ 
peared before the committee in re­ 
gard to Senator Buckman's bill to 
transfer swamp (ands, granted fc# 
th a Duluth & Winnipeg, to the St. 
Paul, Brainerd k Northern, if the 
former road is not completed in 
1888. Mr. Hill regarded the pas­ 
sage of such a bill as depreciating 
the enterprise of the Duluth road 
in tile money market, in that it 
looked very much like hostility on 
the part of the legislature, espec­ 
ially as it wouldd follow the advert# 
legislation of two years ago. 
No 
less than $355,000had been expend­ 
ed already for survey, clearing of 
the road, grading, (ten railes being 
now almost graded), and various 
other requirements. 
One-fifth of 
this was 
western 
capital. 
He 
thought that the road would be 
commenced with considerable cer­ 
tainty of success next spring. Sen* 
ator Buckman's bill was eventually 
recommended to pass by the comj 
mittee, but is amended so as to re­ 
quire the Brainerd road to become 
liable for indebtedness of the Du­ 
luth road to the extent of $50,000, 
in the event of the transfer of 
swamp lands. 
C. F. Kindred con­ 
siders the Brainerd route as much

and will become a rival line to the 
Manitoba. 
It is practically noth­ 
ing more than a

The backing of 
the Duluth & Winnipeg road is in 
eastern capital, the object being to 
secure direct connection between 
Winnipeg via Duluth and lake nav­ 
igation.

Resolved, That the committee on judiciary be 
directed to inquire and report to the senate as to 
w het tier legislation is required, and if ao, in 
wh it regard to the appointment of courts mar­ 
tial and the regulation, proceedings and prac­ 
tice in trials before Mich courts in time of peace, 
and whether under existing laws an officer may 
Retried liet re a court martial appointed by t he 
president in cases where the commander of the 
accused officer to be trie I is not the accuser. . 
The bill passed authorizing the construction 
of a bridge across the Mississippi at Memphis. 
The senate then took up the bill to quite the 
title of sett lers on Des Moines river lands, but 
at 2 o'clock it was displaced by the bill for the 
redemption of trade dollars and suspension of 
standard dollar c inage. 
Mr. Bayard strongly opposed the redemption 
of i ho trade dollar at its face value. Indeed, he 
Objected to the w< rd “redemption” in connection 
with it. Trade dollars were in the same category 
rh silver bars. It was to him a paradox how 
men could irk, in the name of justice, to re­ 
ceive less for more, yet we were told the honor 
of the country was at stake. This so-called 
“redemption” would be a departure from the 
landmarks of government, passing from the 
real and tested to the unreal and imaginary. 
The great question was, can congress create 
values? Which of you, by taking thought, can 
add a cubit to his stature? Which of you, which 
majority of you, by passing law- from now till 
doomsday, can create a value? Could w e create 
values by congressional fiat? Could congress 
say "Let value be," and value would l>e? Con­ 
gress had already tried it. With 2 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 men 
in the field congress had issued notes bearing 
their value stamped upon them, yet it had been 
unable to keep those notes at half their face 
value. This was 
NOT A PAKTY QUESTION. 
He advocated the suspension of the silver 
coinage act. The laws of business should be 
recognized. Those who would suffer most by 
silver mono-metalism were laborers, tin s.* who 
could not bide their time. An apprehension ex­ 
isted in the business community of evils stated 
by Secret ary McCulloch as likely to follow any 
approach to mono-metalism o h the basis of sil­ 
ver. There were laws of commerce that could 
not be set aside at the behest of legislators. To 
be sure, the supreme court had said congress 
could destroy every picmiiary obligation ex­ 
pressed m lawful money of 4he United States.

adoption of this system is optional. 
Upon pe­ 
tition of ten electors the town clerk shall give 
notice that the question of a township school 
goverment will be submitted at the ensuing 
tow n meeting. 
This bill was drawn at the re­ 
quest of a joint meeting of the committee of 
senate and house on education, by the super­ 
intendent of public instruction and the attor­ 
ney general. 
The benefits of the town organ­ 
ization are i-titcd as follows: 
To secure in each town schools adapted to 
the special w ants of communities. 
To end disputes about district boundaries. 
To dispense with a large uumoer of officers. 
To provide for each child going to that school 
which is most convenient and beneficial to him. 
To diminish aggregate expenses of seools and 
to establish a uniform rate of taxation for the 
town. 
To improve school houses, secure better 
teachers and establish town libraries. 
To provide for township high schools. 
This system has been adopted by most of the 
leading states of the 
North—among them 
Maine, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin and Cali 
forma.

L o n d o n , Feb. 10 — A dispatch from Korti, 
dated Feb. 9, says:

him CoL Wilson and partv, who w-ere stran d ­ 
ed on an island Rome distance up the Nile 
while retu rn in g from K hartoum . Some diffi­ 
culty was experienced in fetching aw ay the 
stranded party. 
The rebels on the n v e r 
banks kept up a co n stan t firing, and shortly 
after the party em barked a bullet from a 
rebel’s rifle pierced the boiler of the steam er. 
It was necessary to anchor under fire and 
m ake rep airs 
The British tire, how ever, 
took effect. and the rebels w ere repulsed. 
Im m ediately a fter reaching G ubat, CoL Wil­ 
son started for Korti, where he has now a r­ 
rived, to rep o rt in person to Lord Wolseley 
the details of his reconnoisance at K har­ 
toum. 
Ijord Wolseley telegraphs fu rth er 
particulars of B erestord’s rescue of CoL j 
Wilson. 
WUen the steam er had gonn dow n 
the river about three miles, a battery of the 
enem y, on the left Fiank, opened fire upon 
i t 
The steam er retu rn ed the fire, which 
was kept up while the steam er anchored for 
rep airs M eanwhile CoL Wilson w ith a small 
party took four guns and landed on the right 
bank. The party m arched down the river till 
directly opposite the battery, and then p u t 
the guns in position and opened fire. 
Much 
assistance was thus rendered Lord C harles in 
keeping the fire of the enem y down. At su n ­ 
set Col. Wilson and p arty m arched on three 
mi!e« further down tho river, and halted for 
the n ig h t 
They were there Joined by Lord 
Charles the follow ing morning. The steam er 
m eanw hile had another engagem ent w ith a 
rebel battery, but succeeded in passing it 
w ithout serious harm . CoL Wilson and party 
w ere again taken on board, and the steam er 
proceeded to G ubat w ithout fu rth er difficulty. * 
D uring the passage from the Island to G ubat 
one m an was killed and seven injured.

the iujured foui were natives, scalded in the 
engine room. 
Lord Wolseley concludes his 
dispatch w ith these words: 
I cannot speak too highly of the pluck of Lord 
Charles Beresford and party. Col. Wilson’s men 
likewise behaved admirably and with the usual 
determination of Englishmen.

Effects of Tobacco on Youth. 


Dr. G. Deeaisno has made special observa­ 
tion* of the effecte 
tobacco in thirty-eight 
youths, from 9 to 15 years old, who were ad­ 
dicted to smoking. 
With twenty-two of the 
boys there wa* a distinc1 disturbance of the 
circulation, witli palpitation of the heart, de­ 
ficiencies of digestion, sluggishness of the in­ 
tellect aud a craving for alcoholic stimulant*; 
in thirteen instances the pulse was interm it­ 
tent 
Analysis of the blood showed iu eight 
case* a notable falling off in the normal number 
of red corpuHcle*. 
Twelve boys suffered fre­ 
quently from bleeding of the nose. 
Ten com­ 
plained of agitated sleep and constant night 
mare. 
Four boy* had ulcerated mouths, and 
one of them contracted consumption—the ef­ 
fect, Dr. Lecaisno believed, of the great de­ 
terioration of the blood, produced by tho pro­ 
longed and excessive use of tobacco.* Die 
younger children showed the more m arked 
symptoms, and the better-fed children wore 
those who suffered least 
Eleven of the boys 
had smoked for six months, eight for ono year 
and sixteen more than two years. 
Out of elev­ 
en boys who were induced to cease smoking, 
six were completely restored to normal health 
after six months, while the others continued to 
suffer slightly for a year.—Scientific Monthly.

COL WILSON SAVED 
London, Feb. IO —A dispatch from Korti, 
dated Fob. 0. says: 
Lord Beresford has re­ 
turned in safety from G ubat. bringing with 
him CoL Wilson and partv, who were stran d ­ 
ed on an island some distance up the Nile 
while returning from Khartoum. Some diffi­ 
culty was experienced in fetching away the 
stranded party. 
The relwds on the river 
banks kept up a constant firing, and shortly 
after the party em barked a bullet from a 
rebel's rifle pierced the boiler of the steamer. 
It was necessary to anchor under fire anti 
make repairs. 
The British tire, however, 
took effect, and the rebels were repulsed, 
im m ediately after reaching Gubat, CoL Wil­ 
son started for Korti, where he has now a r­ 
rived, to report in person to Ixird Wolseley 
the details of his reconnoisance at K har­ 
toum. 
Iiorxl Wolseley telegraphs further 
particulars of Beresford'* rescue of CoL 
Alison. 
When the steam er had gone down 
the river about three miles, a battery of the 
enem y, on the left bank, opened fire upon 
it. 
The steam er returned the fire, which 
was kept up whiie the steam er anchored for 
repairs. Meanwhile CoL Wilson with a small 
party took four guns and landed on the right 
bank. Tne party marched down the river till 
directly opposite the battery, and then p u t 
the guns in jiosition and opened lire.

At sun­ 
set Col. Wilson and party m arched on three

They were there joined by Lord 
Charles the following morning, i'he steam er 
meanwhile had another engagem ent w ith a 
rebel battery, but succeeded in passing it 
w ithout serious harm. Col Wilson and party 
were again taken on board, and the steam er 
proceeded to G ubat w ithout further difficulty. *
